® Secretary Hull, in reply to Raymond Leslie 
Buell of the Foreign Policy Association, reter- 
ates the refusal to lift the present American 
embargo on shipments to Loyalist Spain. 

“There has been no change on the situa- 
tion in Spain to warrant the President revok- 
ing the embargo proclamation of May 1, 
1937,” Secretary Hull explains, and he cites 
the neutrality law which prohibits the ship- 
ment of arms, munitions and supplies to 
“Spain or any other country for transship- 
ment to Spain or for use of either of the 
opposing forces in Spain.” 

This is a most unrealistic position in the 
face of the stark facts of invasion of Spain 
by two foreign powers, Hitler Germany and 
fascist Italy, in face of the stark horror of 
fascist bombings of helpless populations 
which has moved Hull himself to expressions 
of indignation. 

From Philadelphia, this month, there left 
a shipload of American-made bombs and ex- 
plosives to go to Germany for use in just 
such masterpieces of horror as the Barcelona 
massacres.
